Overseas the public outcry 
was such against the planned 
pipeline under water that it 
was dropped. :

GRIEVE PARADE 


There’ is no doubt that it could be 
depressing to many attending the last 
rites of a friend or loved one to pass by 
the sign “Grieve Parade’ so close to the 
Memorial Park entrance. To them the 
origin of the title would be and will be 
mostly. unknown - it is an unnecessary 
strain on the emotions. 

At the same time the Council was 
correct in the decision to retain the 


name of a pioneer resident and council- _ 


lor. 

But perhaps some concession could 
have been made to these travellers of 
the present and future. The Council 
could have maintained their position and 
to an extent overcome the difficulty. 
There are two possibilities. 

Renaming the road ‘’David Grieve 
Road’ would at one step honour the

Migrants To Learn 
English 


The Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment would increase its 
efforts to give migrants and 
migrant children even more 
opportunities to learn Eng- 
lish, the Minister for Immi- 
gration, Mr. Sneddon, said 
recently, 


It would provide funds so 
that this could be done and 
would seek the co-operation 
of various authorities con- 
cerned in developing ways to 
break the language barrier, 
he said. 


Mr. Sneddon was com- 
menting on two reports re- 
ceived from the New South 
Wales Minister for Education, 
the Hon. C. B. Cutler, MLA, 
on difficulties being encount- 
ered by migrant children and 
adult migrants in learning 
the English language. 

The reports followed an in- 
sion of Research and Plan- 
vestigation made by the Divi- 
ning of the New South Wales 
Education Department in co- 
operation with the Common- 
wealth Department of Educa- 
tion and Science, at the re- 
quest early last year of the 
Department_of Immigration. 

The investigation by the 
New South Wales State 
authorities into the effective- 
ness of existing provisions 
for teaching English to mi- 
grants and migrant children 
were complemented by sur- 
veys undertaken by his own 
Department into the langu- 
age problems of adolescents 
and migrant women and prob- 
lems causing non-attendance 
by adult migrants at con- 
tinuation classes. 

Mr. Sneddon said, “I wel- 
come these reports,. They 
are remarkable documents 
pointing clearly to areas of 
need in the language instruc- 
tion of migrants and migrant 
children.” 

Mr. Sneddon said that the 
child migrant investigation 
findings revealed that ap- 
proximately 32% of migrant 
children attending New South 
Wales Government and non- 
Government schools at the 
time of the survey were han- 
dicapped in varying degrees 
by some type of English lan- 
guage difficulty. 

The majority of these chil- 
dren came from homes where 
English was never or rarely 
spoken. Comprehension prov- 
ed to be the major persistent 
difficulty affecting migrant 
children, and especially in 
those school subjects where 
verbal communication be- 
tween pupil and teacher was 
most important. The difficul- 
ties were found also in read- 
ing, writing and speaking. 

In the survey report on 
adult migrant education, most 
migrants consulted asked for 
more provision to be given to 
enable them to learn English 
more quickly, for instruction
